Claims 1, 8, 1 1, 14, 17, 19, 22, 25, 28, and 30 teach a method, apparatus, and means 
for writing servo information. The distinguishing elements of the claims teach determining a 
write time interval between the instant at which a read head detects a trigger pattern written on 
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the disk-type storage medium and the instant at which the write head writes a next trigger pattern 
onto the disk-type storage medium, wherein causing the read head to detect a time difference 
between trigger patterns written onto radially adjacent tracks of the disk-type storage medium.
